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In reply to the Notice of Allowability of May 30, 2003, please consider the following 
comments: 

The Statement of Reasons for Allowance indicates that independent claims 1,16 and 
31 recite similar features and that the prior art of record fail to disclose a combination of 
those features. Unfortunately, the features that the Office Action indicates are allegedly 
contained in all three independent claims are not all contained in each claim. For example, 
claim 1 recites all features set forth on page 2 of the Notice of Allowability, claims 16 and 31 
do not recite that the permanent magnet rotor comprises pole pieces and magnets disposed 
radially between the pole pieces. Applicants respectfully submit that claims 16 and 31, and 
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the claims that depend from those claims, are patentable despite the fact that they do not 
recite that the permanent magnet rotor comprises pole pieces and magnets disposed radially 
between the pole pieces. 

Applicants respectfully submit that all of the claims are patentable for the reasons 
stated of record. 
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
